for all iaMuBtry of thn Bepatiiq; including the March plan, 108 percent. 

ProduetloQ / for the fitrst i^uarter of 1949 was 50 percent greater tinan in 
the first qpax^ of 19^. Jtarlng the first quarter of 1949, Setonlan industry 
exceeded the plan, for o^tlty of production of a nuiaber of products Inoludlng 
optoro, ottseut^ Industrial and vlhdoe gliMs, plyybod, nflatoliee, 
oottcn and woolen fahr Ice, butter, bread and bakery products, confectionary 
products and clgarettas. 

IndlTldual ministries fulfilled the plan for gross production and for 
quantity of production of the ms^orlty of Important products, but failed to 
meet quotas for sons iiq^ortast goods . The Ministry of Local Industry failed 
to ful fi ll the plan for Isathar shoes, hard and soft leather, and radio 
reoolting seta; mnlstry of Olrlllaa Sousing and the Conatractlon Ifetorlals 
Industry — bricks and tar piver for roofing; Ifeln Administration of Trade 
«4>uperatlTos — tar roofing paper, brick, knitted undeirwenr, knitted outer 
gamsats, stockliigs and socks, and hard and soft leather.

CqnBlderable 
aaoletande la being rendered by city ^orkera, Party; and soviet Prgahizatlonfl of 
the Bepublic . 

Ikirlng the flrat quarter, I 5 new MTSe were organized in chc Republic. The 
capacity of the MTS tractor park increased ho percent in the first quarter of 
1949 as a result of the delivery of a large number of new tractors. 

Ou 5 April, MESb had fulfilled the plan for the repair of tractors 101 
pewent; including capital repair, II 9 percent. Pyltea»a, lykhvl, and Rapla 
HTBd el's behind schedule in tractor z*epair » 

The plan for tractor repair was fulfilled IO 6 percent by sovkhozes of 
the Ministry of State Fa™. The plan for trailer repair was also completed. 

101 ft provided for assorted sowing in all spring sowing. During 

1949 , 70 percent more mineral fertilizer for the spring sowing was delivered to 
the Bepnbllo than in 1948. 

During the first quarter of 19^19, the volume of capital work increased 
11 percent over that of the first quarter of 19^J8 in all branches of Bepublic 
eoonosQr. 

Capital investment increased considerably In the shale mining, textile, 
food^ local, aleotrloal, and tl&ber and paper industries, and In the Ministry 
^ Sdacatlon, the Mlnlstiy of Health, the Ministry of Higher Kducatlon, the 
Adzn n iatraticn of Arts, the Radio Coonittee €md other organlzaticne . 

The plan for capital oonstruotlon was fulfilled by the following: 

Estonalanets Cosibine, Klniatry of the Food Industry, Minietry of Local 
Industry, Ministry of the Shale Chemloal Industry, Ministry of Civilian 
Housing Ccnstructlon, Ministry of Construction Materials Induetry. Ministry 
of Health, Ministry of Trade, Roads Administration, Administration of Arta, 
and other organizations. 
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Bopubllc enterprises as a vhole, however, completed only 88 percent of 
:^e flr0t?qaffl*ter cap! tal>-eo5astri«tlc» plan as a result of poor utillsatlcsi 
of flmds fcff capltia ponstruotlOT the Ki*engol*m Textile Mill, tstoneoergo^ 
Ministry of the Fish Industry, enttcwlses of the p jtroleum industry, end 
the Main Admlnletrstibn of itutoudhila Transpeort . 

A total of ll,0b0 square Aetara of housing vaa constructed and reatored 
during the firet quarter of 1949 by ministries, adalnlstratloais, antorprlaes, 
and by the population itself mith the aid of State credit. 

The Eatanlan Railroad Syateia fulfilled th® traneport plan 101 percent In 
March 1949 In ooapai*lSqn tranaport increased 20 percent on 

ylde-gauge railroads and 22 percent bn harrow-^uge roads. 

The 1949 firat-^^ vaa conipleted 98 percent by the 

ra^r6ad> including ehaie 88 p petroleum 100 percent, ferrous 

metals 100 percent^ timbei? 109 pez^ent, and cement 1^3 percent. 

The aale of industrial goods and food products to the population increased 
greatly after the redbictlon of pVlces by decree of the Soviet of Mlnlatere 
OBS® and the TaK 73D?(b); 

In ifetroh 1949, sales by trade organ! Kationa in the city of Tallin increased 
over February 1949 ss follcwe^ cotton tar^^ SO percehti woolen textiles, 59; 
am^ OTtiolWy kly 21; leather shoes, 30; haberdashery, 21; 

neat |u*6dnbta, 5I; and buttery 95 percents The sale of groats , aaoaronl , and 
vegetable oil Increased considerably.
